ANOTHER WRECK. 


A Motor Car Struck by an Engine 
With Frightful Results. 

CLEVELAND (O.,) Sept. 6.—|By the 
Associated Press.] A frightful acci- 
dent occurred at the Wilson-avenue 
crossing of the New York, Chicago 
and St. Louis road at 7:30 o’clock to- 
night, by which u east a dozen per- 
sons were terribly injured, some 
fatally. The crossing is on a steep 
grade, down which runs the electric 
street railroad line. At the time the 
accident occurred a freight train was 
standing close to the crossing on the 
south track. Anelectric motor draw- 


ing one car was approaching 
from the south. The safety gates 
were up and the roadway appa- 


rently clear. Just as the motor 
crossed the railroad track a locomo- 
tive, running about 20 miles an hour, 


train. The engine of the train struck 
the electric train between the motor 
and car, tearing them apart and hurl- 
ing one ‘to each side of the track. At 
least a score of persons were on the car 
and were tumbled about in all direc- 
tions, some being hurled a dozen feet 
away and others pinned under the car, 
which was demolished. 

The street railway barns are close 
to the scene of the accident, and a 
rescuing party was soon on hand. The 
victims were taken from the wreck 
and burried away in ambulances to 
the hospital within a short space of 
time. All of them were so badly in- 
jured they had to be carried from the 
wreck. 

There was no warning whistle and 


the bell was not rung. The 
engine plowed right through 
the street car, and the 


screams of frightened passengers rose 
above the & of frames ot the 
cars. A moment later the injured 
passengers were lying about groauin 
in agony. Two sisters, Louise an 
Minnie Mock. were in the car. They 
were lifted out tenderly and partially 
revived. Minnie’s body was terribly 
crushed, and thé blood trickled from 
an ugly ‘wound in the head. She was 
taken to St. Alexis Hospital, and died 
in half an hour. Her sister Louisa 
was badly hurt about the head and- 
arms, the muscles of her right fore- 
arm being torn away from the bone. 
She will doubtless recover.

DANCING OVER NIAGARA. 


A Rope-Walker’s Bold Performance 
at The Falls. 

NIAGARA FALLS (Ont.,) Sept, 6.— 
By the Associated Press.] A. J. Dixon 
walked across Niagara Gorge on a rope 
this afternoon in 121 minutes. On his 
way across he stuck one leg out at the 
quarter and three-quarter distances 
and lay down on bis back in the center 
of the cable. After resting a few 
minutes on the American side he re- 
turned tothe wire with a hoop on his 
ankles and walked outto where the 
Stars and Stripes floated in the breeze, 
15 feet from the cliff, and went 
through several mancuvres, winding 
the flag about his shoulders. Then 
he went onthe Canadian side, stop- 
ping and performing the same feats 
with the Union Jack as he had with 
the American flag. 

Dixon is of Irish descent and was 
born in New York, but for several years 
has resided in Toronto.

LIBRARIAN KELSO’S $250 DEMAND 
DISAPPROVED. 


Auditor Lopez Gives His Reasons 
for Withholding His Signature

The complaint of “Taxpayer,” as 


published in TRE Times yesterday 
morning, evidently had some effect, as 
Auditor Lopez declined to approve the 
demand of $250 for Miss Kelso’s trav- 
eling expenses, while on her Eastern 
trip, during which time she was paid 
her full salary of $150 2 month, and 
sent the following communication to 
the Board of Library Directors:

The Library Directors held a meet- 
ing yescerday afternoon, but as it was 
called for a special purpose no action 
on the communication was taken.

A TIMES reporter called on Miss 
Kelso during the afternoon, but the 
lady was inclined to be rather reticent, 
saying that she had no statement to 
make, beyond the fact that she did not 
go East on a visit, but on library busi- 
ness, and referred the reporter to the 
president of the Board for any infor- 
mation that he might desire. 

A little inquiry about the City Hall, 
however, developed the fact that the 
library, while it certainly does a great 
deal of good, is becoming quite an ex- 
pensive luxury.

This janitor, it should be stated, has two 
able assistants who are each paid $50 
per month. The library also pays 840 
per month toward the expense of run- 
ning the elevator. The salary list for

Just why the library should be com- 
pelled to pay $40 to the janitor, and 
also contribute for the elevator, is one 
of those things that it is difficult to un- 
derstand, as the money for all pur- 
poses has to come from the taxpayer 
anyway.

SAN BUENAVENTURA. 


Pe n Points on the Ancient Town by 
San Buenaventura is a nobby lit- 


tle town, and seen from her 
heights, she is most  delight- 
ful to look down upon. One 


rarely finds a more charming perspec- 
tive. There she sits with her back- 
ground of hills, varied infinitely in 
form and altitude, filling the width of 
the pretty valley to the sea, and with a 
wealth of tree growth that always im- 
parts to her a look of freshness and 
coolness, even in the warmest summer 
days. 

The old mission fronts the sea, look- 
ing with solemn face across the chan- 
nel to where Anacapa’s isles lift their 
high fronts wrapped in robes of royal 
purple. 

I went into the old mission, upon one 
side of which is the ancient Spanish 
graveyard, now the picture of desola- 
tion. There are great piles of useless 
and broken tiles in one corner, which 
once evidently covered the old roof, 
but have been replaced by newer 
ones. Underneath the eaves 
the swallows were building their nests 
in broken crevices of the walls. But 
in the enclosure weeds and dead 
grasses have overgrown everytbing, 
and from the street behind the brick 
wallthere are no tombstones to be 
seen by the passer-by. And yet the 
lady who viewed the spot with me 
informed me that it was reported that 
there the dead are buried twelve deep. 
Generations have come and gone and 
been laid to rest in that consecrated 
ground, and over them is only the dry 
earth and the blue and sun-filled skies, 

Well, what matters it? They have 
crumbled back to their native dust, 
and they rest as well as if marble mon- 
uments were piled upon their last rest- 
ing place. Thereis no cold. stone to 
shut out the light and the warmth of 
the penetrating sunlight from their 
narrow beds. 

The cemetery is shut in by a high 
brick wall and the busy life of today 
goes on outside but it does not disturb 
their slumber. 

The interior of the church is well 
preserved, and its walls ure still oroa- 
mented by the rude frescoing of its 
early builders. Numerous old paint- 
ings of purgatory, the crucifixion and 
the saints also adornthe walls, and the 
sacred images look down upon 
visitor from their high niches, as if 
they would murmur benedictions of

@ people great; not vast extent of ter- 
ritory; richness of soil; wealth of cli- 
mate; unlimited resources; varied pro- 


ductions; abundance of gold and silver; 


populous cities; advanced culture and 
learning; extensive navies and 
mighty standing armies. A nation 
may have all these; with a glory as 
great as that of ancient Babylon; a 
splendor like that of Greece in her 
palmiest days; with power andsuprem- 
acy that might overshadow even that 
of imperial Rome, and yet not be, in 
the brosdest sense of the term, truly 
great. 

The greatest and grandest events of 
the world’s history occurred in the little 
nation occupying a strip of territory 
but 145 miles in length and with but 
an average breadth of 45 miles. The 
small land of Palestine, whose shores 
are washed upon the west by the 
waters of the Medite ean, and 
whose eastern borders are valley 
of the Jordan, and which on the north 
is guarded by the mountains of 
Lebanon and at whose foot stretches 
out the desert Sinai, is the parent 
of the hopes ot the race. 
Within its limits the most 
profound truths have been enun- 


ciated; the grandest laws promulgatéd, 


and the sublimest teachings known to 
men were set forth. In comparison 
with what has transpired among that 
people all the greatness and grandeur 
of human achievements elsewhere 
dwindle into’tnsignificance. Modern 
civilization has been made possible 
only through Jewish inspiration. The 
Ten Commandments are the basis of 
all civilized law. Inthem are found 
the elements of all justice and mercy, 
and by them we regulatelaw and the 
relations of men to men; justice deter- 


mines what is equable and right. How] be 


sublime, yet simple, the enunciation: 


„Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 


with all thy heart and thy neighbor as 
thyself.” 

And what was it that constituted 
the greatness of this Jewish people and 
that enabled them tomake laws wise 
enough for all ages? What was it that 


set their poets and singers’ far above 


those of all preceding and all coming 
centuries? That lifted them above 


but 


will forever remain? It is simply that 
they were the exponents of undying 
truths, truths upon which all nations 
must build or perish. 

How rich in prosperity were they 
when they adhered to those truths. 
How fell their enemies before’ them. 
How mighty their throne and their 
conquests. How immortal their poets 
and lawgivers. Just so long as truth 
triumphed they were invincible. As 
the cloud fleeth before the wind so fled 
their foes before the march of their 
armies. ‘*And the fear of the people 
was upon the nations round about.“ 

And is not truth always the same in 
its results? If adherence to the im- 
mutable principles of divine law made 
Israel great, will it not also make 
great the nations of today? Can a 
nation any more than the individual 
violate divine law and yet prosper? We 
talk about the great and grand future 
of this free republic, yet what right 
have we to expect that future it we do 
not regard the right? | 

A nation is made up ot individuals, 
and so it is with the individual that re- 
formation must begin. Itis for the in- 
dividual to set his face unchangingly 
against the wrong, to live a life that 
shall be a constant rebuke to the evil- 
doer. We want men of whom it can be 
said.“ I believe in that man, because his 
everyday life is in accordance with 
what he preaches.“ We need men who 
are incorruptible and unpurcbasable; 
who set the right above everything; 
who never parley; never excuse evil- 
doing or indulge in specious sophistry. 

Itis the man who adheres to the 
right for right’s sake that makes his 
influence felt—who has the spirit of 
martyrdom for the truth. We do not 
want to sit down and deplore the 
wrong and yet not lift a hand to rec- 
tify it. We cannot convert others 
until we ourselves are right. Let the 
mote in our brother’s eye alone until 
we have disposed of the beam in our 
own eye, and when we have done that 
then may we lift up strong hands and 
clean in the work which we would do 
for those about us. 

Whata power was Moses among his 
people. Before him the idolatrous 
tribes trembled. His word was law, 
which they dare not disobey or ignore. 
This man, beloved of God, was pre- 
eminently the statesman of the ages, 
and the secret of his strength and his 
wisdom lay in his goodness. ; 

All the lessons of history teach the 
game truth—goodness is strength. It 
also assures the march of progress 
along one grand highway. There are 
no devious by ways of expediency to be 
pursued, no Sloughs of Despond to en- 
gulf the feet, for straight on does the 
right lead to the uplands of prosperity 
and happiness. 

We hear a great deal about the evils 
of the present age; the greed for 
wealth; the purchase of power; the lax- 
ity of principle; the desecration of the 
Sabbath and all the multitudinous 
wrongs which characterize us as a peo- 
ple. They are to be most deeply de- 
plored, and most earnestly should we. 
seek a remedy for them. But let 
every one of us who cries out against 
them look first into our own lives and 
see if they are right—see if there we 
find nothing for our cleansing. 

‘Philanthropy is grand and noble 
and high, but grander is it to first 
set ourselves right, to destroy within 


ourselves all that which offends good- 1 


ness, and make ourselves what we 
would have the world be. 

There is no limit to the grandeur} 
which this American republic may at- 
tain if it become in the truest sense of 
the term a Christian republic: if we 
tuke the religion of our churches into 
our everyday life, and carry its devo- 
tion and live its professions through the 
week. Let Americans embody the 
teachings and the precepts of the 
noble men who are the ‘beacon lights 
of history’’—the grand, illustrious and 
heroic men whose names, and 
whose lives bave lent a fade- 
less lustre to that little country whose 
shores are washed by the Mediterra- 
nean and the Jordan, and the splendor 
of national power and strength and 
glory shall shine as effulgently in these 
later days of the world as they did in 
its dawn. Let us be in the fullest 
sense of the term a Christian people 
and we shall wax stronger and 
stronger, and with us shall culminate 
the glory of the race. Peace and prog- 
ress and safety will be in all our gates.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR VS. THE NEW YORK 
CENTRAL k. R. CO. 

Labor organizations do exist. This 
fact must be recognized by employers 
generally, especially those who have 
todo with corporations, and there is 
nolaw which will prevent employés 
from becoming members of such com- 
binations. That such organizations 
will continue to exist is beyond doubt, 
even though they meet with rebuffs 
occasionally or bad setbacks. Disap- 
pointments and misfortunes not un- 
frequently, however, tend tostrengthen 
family and other association ties and 
bind the connecting links closer to- 
gether. The strike,of the New York 
Central was really over, and sbould 
have been so declared, after Mr. Pow- 
derly’s correspondence with Mr. 
Webb. Mr. Powderly, in his letter, 
set forth that the point he 
wished. to make was whether the New 
York Central Railroad Company re- 
cently discharged any of their men 
because they were Knights of Labor, 
If they did, then it was a grievance, 
butifthe men were discharged for 


other causes, it was a matter that 


neither he nor bis organization had to 
do with. Mr. Webb in his written re- 

ly said emphativally that no man had 

en discharged because. they were 
Knights of Labor, or because they be- 
longed to any other labor organization. 
This should have satisfied Mr. Pow- 
derly, but it seems it did not; on the 
contrary he insisted upon arbitration, 
which could ouly prove whether Mr. 
Webb was a liar or not. What Mr. 
Powderly evidently wanted was to 
make Mr. Webb a witness in the 
event of arbitration being agreed to, 
and convict him, if possible, out of hie 
own mouth of being an unmitigated 
liar, and aiso for the purpose of con- 
vincing the discharged men and the 
other members of his labor organ'‘za- 
tion that be was doing efficient duty in 
return for being well paid. Mr. Webb 
did not, fortunately for him and the 
New York Central Railroad, fall into 
Mr, Powderly’s trap. Mr. Powderly 
naturally seeks to keep himself in his 
lucrative berth, even though 

o does not accomplish much in behalf 
of his assessment-payers. 

Strikes are sometimes justifiable, for 
instance, to obtain increased pay dur- 
ing flourishing times, especially if 
wages have been cut down owing to 
previous depression. Laborers should 
share in the prosperity of a corpora- 
tion, as they are made to suffer gener- 
ally from its misfortunes, Strikes are 
also justifiable to adjust the hours of 
labor when. they are unreasonably 
long; so would they bein the event of 


a Wholesale discharge of men by a rall- 


road company, simply because they 
were Knights of bor. Laboring 
men have a perfect right to band them- 
selves together for self-protection with 
a view of helplng their fellow- 
beings out of a difficulty, and 
thereby contributing to their con- 


tentment. When such questions as the | to 


above arise between the employer and 
the employés, they are proper matters 


tor arbitration; but the discharge of an 


employé for good and sufficient cause, 
such as unfitness for the work assigned, 
for diunkenuess, for dishonesty, for 
disorderly conduct, for efforts to incite 
others to become quarrelsome or dis- 
contented, for disrespectfulness and 
impertinence to employers. In such 
cases the right of discharge must con-

for arbitration. Good discipline must 
be enforced to insure the efficiency of 
either a large or small force of men.

New York, August 29tb, 1890.— 
Under Secretary Windom’s notice to 
redeem $20,000,000 of the 43 per 
cent. bonds at 100 and interest to ma- 
turity, it is self-evident that the whole 
amount called for will be sent in at an 
early date, and thus release a corres- 
onding amount of money locked up 
n the United States Treasury.

A Defense of the School Board by 


“Contribution From 
“Taxpayer.” 


Los ANGELES, Sept. 6.—{To the Eai- 
tor of Tne TS.] So many misrep- 
resentations have lately been made 


published when not justly deserved, 
and where the facts were entirely dif- 
ferent from those that I 
take the liberty of asking space in your 
columns to give some of the facts con- 
cerning our school work. It is contin- 
ually represented that the School 
Board have raised the teachers’ wages, 
and are paying outrageous salarieé, 
The facts are just contrary.. The 
Board reduced the salaries in several 
grades, and our teachers’ wages are 
proportionately lower than in any 
other city of corresponding size in the 
State. In San Francisco the teachers 
are paid for12 monthsin the year,in 
Oakland for 12 months in the year and 
in Los Angeles for nine months in the 
ear. The following are some compar- 
between the salaries paid in the 
three cities named:

fund by the Common Council, aud has 
been disbursed under the direction of 
the Council, with the recommendation 
and approval of the School Board, All 
sites purchased were advertised for, in 
* competition, and under approval 
of both the Council and the School 
Board. All school-houses erected have 
been let to the lowest bidders, after 
due advertisement. All of them have 
been built at wondertully low rates; 
indeed, quite a number have been com- 
pleted at the expense of the bondsmen, 
the contractors not being able to carry 


As to the High School, the contract 
was let by the Council to the lowest 
bidder, the same as all other build- 
ings. The extras caused by additional 
depth of foundation was an expense 
that could not be avoided or foreseen. 
Not one dollar has been wasted, nor 
one paid that the city has not received 
a full equivalent therefor. One of the 
discharged workmen on the High 
School building sued out an injunction 
in order to trouble the contractor, and 
the matter of the extra foundation 
work was taken into court and thor- 
oughly investigated, and by court al- 
lowed and approved, and the injune- 


tion dissolved. When completed the 


High School will not only be a credit 
to the city, but willbe the best build- 
ing fet the money erected in this city. 

he school buildings have not ome 
had the careful supervision of the var- 
ious architects, but also of Mr. Much- 
more, the City Superintendent of Build- 
ings, a thoroughly competent and hon- 
est man, who has devoted his whole 
time to superintendence of the school 
buildings; and not a bill has been paid 
without his recommendation, as we 
as those of the architects and Building 
Committee of the Board. 


PRINCIPALS OF SCHOOLS. 


As to the doing away with principals 
of schools entirely, or as to making 
teachers of tho principals of eight-room 
schools, it would be simply going back 
to old methods, out of — — 
by long continued experience every- 
where to be unfavorable to the effi- 
ciency and work of schools. In four- 
room schools a teacher can teach and 
act as principal, but when it comes to 
an eight-room school, with 400 or more 
scholars, it has been found that a prin- 
cipal’s time will be fully and more 
profitably occupied in careful supervis- 
ion of the work, and exempliflcations 
of lessons before teachers and scholars, 
than by attempting to act as a regular 
ceacher. In all large schools the calls’ 
are continuous, and it is simply Impos- 
sible to act both as -principal and reg- 
ular ſeacher. You might as well at- 
tempt to run a large steamer without a 


captain, as a large school without a 
principal.

Conse- 
uently, out of the city funds there is 
allowed to the fire department $8000 
more than tothe school department, 
with its 7000 to 8000 children to provide 
for. The members of the fire depart- 
ment, however, can vote, the school- 
ma’ams cannot. The street lights are 
allowed about $3000 more than the 
school department. The gas and elec- 
tric lights are evidently preferred, b 
the city solons, to the light of intelli- 
genes. Iam glad to say that I do not 
lieve that a majority of the members 
of the Council, when they fairly under- 
stand the condition, approve of the 
school fund out. and when opportunity 
resents will transfer the bridge fund 
ack to its proper channel. This re- 
duction is made at a time, too, when 
all the new school buildings have to be 
furnished out of the reguiar funds of 
the board, and larger expenses incurred 
than may happen again for many years. 
LEAD PENCILS. 

Section 1620 of the Schoel Law reads 
thus: 
Writing and drawing paper, pens, ink 
blackboards and blackboard rubbers, cray- 
ons, and lead and slate pencils, and other 
necess supplies fer the use of the schools 
must be furnished, under the direction of the 
city boards of education and boards of trus- 
tees, and charges therefor must be audited 
and paid as other claims against the school 
fund of their districts are audited and paid. 

In compliance with the above law 
the Board advertised for the various 
supplies for the iy year. Among 
them, writing and drawing pencils, 
identically the same as have been in use 
in our schools for a number of years, 
and such as have been found by ex- 
perience to be most economical and 
serviceable. Two writing and two 
drawing pencils are allowed each 
scholar each year, and, as there are at 
least 8000 children to be provided for, 
the yearly bill amounted to $872, or 
about ten cents per year for each 
scholar. Being purchased in very large 
quantities, the pencils are obtained at 
very low rates, less than one-third of 
the regular retail rates. The price 

aid by the Board this year is a little 
ess than ever before obtained. 

As ull the lessons have to be written, 
and drawing is required, the cheapest 
grade of pencils will not do the work, 
and in the end are far more expensive 
than the kind purchased. 

In conclusion I wish tosay that. ser- 
vice on the School Board is a thank- 
less as well as an arduous task. The 
wonderful grow’ of our city, and the 
extension in every department of 
school work issuch that it now claims 
the greater portion of the business 
hours of almost every member. No

The Good Old Times They 
Enjoyed. 


SKETCHES OF THEIR MANSIONS. 


Characters in the Household 
Changes Sincs the War—Many 
Prosperous Creole Busi- 
ness Men.

Standing before this old mansion on 
St. Louis street, once the home of a 
Wealthy Creole family, one realizes 
what changes the years have wrought. 
Though now the great double doors of 
the court-yard are battered and devoid 
of paint, there was a time when, in 
opening, they afforded enchanting 
glimpses to the passer-by—vistas of 
green, flowers, in prodigal profusion, 
bordering the flagged pavement; trop- 
ical plants in tubs waving their broad 
leaves with a rustling whisper; and a 
fountain that caught a thousand rain- 
bows in its leaping spray, falling again 
into the marble basin with a cool and 
pleasant sound. 

With the closing of those doors. You 
shut out the vulgar noise and hurry of 
the busy world. Within the mansion, 
a broad hall led to the double parlors, 
furnished in mahogany, in the massive 
style which suited best those lofty and 
spacious appartments. The polished

the Creole tem ent is buoyancy, 
They know how to enjoy. They carry 
lightly that yoke of labor which seems 
to press so heavily upon the English- 
speaking peoples. The wisdom of 
inhaling the ‘‘perfume of the moment“ 
is known to them. They do not go 
forth on a gala * to push and shove 
and growl; they brush little annoy- 
ances aside with a laugh and a jest; in 
a crowd they are gay and good-natured. 
Both men and maidens are passionately 
fond of dancing, aud even the warmest 
weather does not make their enthusi- 
asm flag. The loveof music is dee 
rooted in their natures; it is to 
questioned whether they could live 
without it. Poor, indeed, must be that 
Creole who foregoes the Sunday opera 
matinée, and no pinching or stinting 


is deemed too severe if that pleasure 
is in view. 


In personal appearance the Creoles — 


are a well-looking race, and even when 
they have no positive beauty there is a 
comeliness and symmetry which is 


pleasing. Grotesqueness of form and 


feature, almost amounting to deform- 
ity, flat waist, high shoulders and 


thick wrists and ankles are almost un- 


known among them. 
usually good looking, sometimes 
* handsome, in the brunette 
type, and, though short of stature, they 
are broad-shouldered and muscular. 
At her best the Creole girl is irresist- 
ibly pretty, the dark wonder of their 
great, long-lashed liquid eyes further 
enhanced by a storm-cloud of bar 
about a low, smooth brow, brilliant 
white teeth, delicatelyemoulded fea- 
tures, and a clear olive complexion. 
Her figure is lissom and rounded— 
supple and slender without angularity 
or attenuation—and her hands and feet 
are small and dainty. Now and then 
a strain of Andalusian blood produces 
a charming, milk-white blonde with 
violet eyes and shimmering golden 
hair, doubly piquante among her 
darker sisters.

High Rents in New York. 
iCorrespondence Philadelphia Record. | 
High rents. consequent upou the ex- 
cessive valuation of real estate, are de- 
populating Manhattan Island. If one 
draws a circle of five miles with the 
City Hall as its center he will find that 
the house within that radius which will 
cost him $1200a year in New York 
can be had in Brooklyn for $500. 
Hence rapid transit between the bat- 
tery and the Harlem River will do no 
good, for at the end of his route he 
can find refuge ouly in a flat, whereas 
by a shorter journey to Long Island or 
New Jersey he can secure an entire 
house and livecomfortably. The man- 
ifest destiny of our city is to become a 
place of residehce of the very poor and 
the very rich. Above Fifty-ninth 
street there are today 6000 empty 
houses with rentals above $1200 a 
year, and there are no applicants for 
them. The man who has an income of 
$3000 to $6000 a year prefers to live like 
a prince in the suburbs rather than pay 
perpetual tribute to a landlord who 
scrimps his back and stomach. Tene- 
ment houses grow and prosper. The 
Polish Jews and the Italian lazzaroni 
are driving out the American yeomanry, 
and for the transportation of these 
people our cable and elevated roads 
will always be sufficient, and rapid 
transit would be wasted on them. 
„Where are your Americans?“ an 
English. lady asked of me a day or two 
ago; I never seem to meet any here.“

The sons fared better, 
for they were dispatched to the uni- 
versities of France to acquire that 
polish of mind and manner which 
made them the courtly, gallant gentle- 
men they were.

understand each other, and reciprocal 

prejudices have vanished. Canal street 
is no longer the rigid line of demarka- 
tion between the Creoles and Ameri- 
cans that it once was. Some of the 
rich Creoles have left their down- 
town’”’ precincts and moved “up-town,”’ 
and intermarriages have completed 
what social intercourse began. It is a 
common thing to find the children of 
such unions’ chattering French to 
mamma and English to papa, or vice 
versa. The happiest results may be 
hoped for from the grafting of Creole 
gayety and grace upon American pro- 
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gressiveness and clear common sense.

That is 
the kev-note to her character. She 
still believes that it is woman’s duty to 
be pretty and pleasing, above all things, 
aod her family do their best to shelter 
her from coarsening influences.

poor, they strain a point, and send 


their children to nee seminaries. 
Somewhat timid and conservative, 
the Creole girl does not go in for cult- 
ure’? quite so energetically as the 
American girl; she does not belong to 80 
many clubs and classes for mental im- 
provement; she does not want to vote; 
nor does she yearn fora mission. Like 
the French jeune fille, she is apt to look 
forward to marriage as the feminine 
destiny, being eminently fitted for 
wifehood by her sweetness of nature 
and domestic tastes. As a mother she 
errs on the side of over-devotion to her 
children. Toat she grows stout—alas! 
—with increasing years, is the oh) 
dark spot in the picture; but you w 
find that the Creole matron, although 
she may have lost the lithe grace of 
maidenhood, has preserved much of 
her beauty of face, most of her gaiete 
de coeur and all of her smiling good 


temper. 

Although ‘the Creole girl is not ad- 
dicted to delving among dead lan- 
guages, she has often three or four 
modern languages at her disposal, and 
is also clever with brush and pencil. 
An excellent taste in music is common 
to all, and there are many who are 
distinguished by musical talent which 
is cultivated to a pitch far beyond the 
limits of a drawing-room accomplish- 
ment.

From June 7 to June 20 any ten pres- 
ent members of the association, and 
from the latter date to October 7th any 
twelve persons registered for member- 
ship cm Meas a club table by a writ- 
ten application tothe auditor, dated 
and signed by the int club mem- 
bers. Printed blanks are provided for 
these applications, which, in order to 
be considered, must be signed by ten 
members, the first person signing cer- 
tifying to and being held responsible 
for the other signatures. Choice of lo- 
cation is granted in the order of filing 
the applications. The association does 
not bind itself to assign any club ta- 
bles after October 8th, and while ten 
members can retain a table until Oc- 
tober Ist, any seat remaining unas- 
signed after that date, or for more 
than a week at any time when the hall 
is open, ceases to be subject to the con- 
trol of the club. At about that time 
animated scenes are enacted in rapid 
succession around the auditor’s office. 

As many as one thousand persons 
can be easily accommodated in the 
dining hall, which surpasses in dimen- 
sions those of the English universities. 
At a recent date 754 students were oc- 
cupying seats at the table. The din- 
ing-room is 164x80 feet interior dimen- 
sions, with a height of 80 feet to the 
ceiling at the apex. In a great 
stained-glass window at the west end. 
25x30 feet, are emblazoned the arms of 
the college, of the State and of the 
United States. Other windows at the 
side, in stained glass, are memorials, 
two of which are a comparatively re- 
cent addition. These are twenty-two 
feet from the floor, the wall space be- 
neath being filled with a collection of 
art works of historical or commemora- 
tive interest. Examples of Copley and 
of Gilbert Stuart arefrequent. Among 
the portraits is one of John Quincy 
Adams, of which Stuart painted the 
head and Thomas Sully the 
body. A portrait of John Adams 
in court dress (1783) is by Copley, 
this artist being also _ repre- 
sented by portraits of Nicholas and 
Thomas Boylston and the wife of the 
latter. The series contains portraits ot 
George Washington (the first LL.D. of 
Harvard) by Trumbull. and Edward 
Savage. <A bust of Joseph Story, 
LL.D., by W. W. Story, is among the 
works of sculpture, as is also a bust of 
Washington (1785) by Houdon. 

Such is the respectable company in 
view of students dining in Memorial 
hall, and whose conduct is regulated 
by judicious rules. A prohibition is 
placed on wine, beer and all alcoholic 
drink. One of the rules directs that 
the joints of meats shall not be carved 
upon the tables. The preseribed num- 
ber of courses at dinner is three, this 
meal being served from half past 5 to 
half past 6 p.m., except during October 
and after the spring recess, when it is 
half an hour later. Most frequently 
students of the same classes are seated 
together. The waiters are cleanly and 
neatly dressed, as it is the steward’s 
duty to see that they shall be, and 
are not permitted to engage 
in conversation during meal hours 
or to make any unnecessary noise. No 
meals are sent to rooms except in cases 
of actual illness, and an extra charge 
of 10 cents per meal is then made. 
Members bringing guests to meals sign 
order slips for them, being charged 
thereon at the rate of 30 cents for din- 
ner, 25 cents for breakfast and 20 cents 
for lunch. A visitor cannot be kept as 
a guest by a member for more than one 
week at a time without special per- 
mission. An a la carte“ bill of fare 
is used as the most satisfactory ar-

His Opinion of the Premler's Water- 
ville Speech. 
[Omaha World-Hera!d, Sept. 1.1 
Last night J. H. Woodward of Cal- 
ifornia reached the Murray. Mr. 
Woodward is an old Cincinnati news- 
paper man, and is well acquainted 
with national politicians. He seemed 
somewhat disgusted with Mr. Blaine’s 


recent speech, and to a World-Herald 


reporter said: 

**Blaine’s speech is asinine jingoism. 
I am surprised that he should get off 
such nonsense to the public. Surely it 
is senility, for his mind 
broader. His reciprocity.racket is all 
bosh. Cuba sells us sugar and tobacco, 
Brazil sells us coffee, spices and vege- 
table dyes, Mexico and other countries 
sell us mahogany and other woods, 
and if they did not we would have to 
buy them in Europe at higher prices. 
The reason why.they do not buy our 
commodities is that other nations sell 
cheaper than we do. There are no 
export duties on the goods we sell to 
them, and they don’t care how high a 
tariff duty we impose on what they 
sell to us. We might get along with- 
out Cuban tobacco, but the other 
articles we must have, and if we do 
not buy them direct, at the price in 
London with freight added, we must 
go to London for them. Any country 
grocery keeper knows this, but a theor- 
etical statesman like Blaine knows 
nothing of it. : 

“If we want the trade of South 
America and Cuba we must undersell 
other nations, which we cannot do 
with our tariff protection. When we 
reduce the cost of production we can 
sell cheaper, and when we do that and 
get steamships to carry the freights as 
cheaply as English and European 
ships do the carrying-—then, and not 
till then, will we get the trade of the 
South American nations. I. cannot 
imagine what has put Blaine up to 
this meaningless performance, for it 
means nothing. And the Allison bill 
is but a continuation of the Blaine 
folly. If the President could set aside 
the import duties whenever he saw fit, 
the trusts would soon have matters all 
their own way. 

Tue truth is, Congress has frittered 
away the whole session in the cam- 
paign year and done nothing. The 
Election Bill was introduced to please 
the President, who is looking toa re- 
nomination, and now Congress does 
not dare to pass it. Let the party will 
have as much blame, with none of the 
advantages that it would have had if 
the bill hud become a law. The whole 
administration has fallen into the 
nae rut, and if I am not mistaken the 


emocratic majority in thenext House 
will be about fifty.” i

How Waterman Helped Nominate 
Markham.

‘If there is any one man in California 
to whom Col. H. H. Markham owes 
his nomination it is to Gov. R. H. 
aterman. Paradoxical as it seems 
to aver that a man’s most malig- 
nant traducer has been his greatest 
benefactor, in this case itis a historical 
fact.

It could have journeyed in 
the same way the whole distance from 
San Buena Ventura-by-the-Sea, its 
starting place, but Ajax“ don’t es- 
pecially enjoy a sandy plain, and chose 
to save its strength for the mountain 
road beyond the railway. Its broad- 
rimmed wheels bore it bravely to the 
foothills.. Thence,on to Three Riv- 
ers, good time was made; but at the 
South Fork of the Kaweah, trouble be- 
gan. The bridge gave way, and 
Ajax“ was baptized in the rushing, 
ice-cold waters, the engineer barely 
escaping with his life.
